they existed prior to say 1915. Since 
then the freight rate on our raw ma- 
terial (coal) has gone up 116 per 
cent, while the rate on anthracite to 
Detroit has advanced from $3 to $5.1S, 
or only 70 per cent. This same dis- 
crepanacy exists in a comparison of 
the freight, fates on an'tfiraclte coal to 
points in Michigan other than Detroit 
and our rates on coke from Detroit to 
these same points., 


"The by-product coke plant which 


furnishes gas-to-ai-commu'nity and is 
in a sense a~pubric utility, can not and 
has not been able to raise its price of 
gas as other Industries -have done to 
meet the' advanced costs of production. 
This is due to the fact that we have too 
much of the wrong kind of government 
ic business and the average city offi- 
cial dealing with rate-making for 
public utilities is more often after 
votes regardle°s of what ultimate cost 
to the. taxpayer or industry. 
If the 


tioriesfpublic utility-be forced into 
bankruptcy" by petty politics, rest as- 
sured that tho receiver will charge 
enough to qover the cost of straighten-

The returns from the sale of gas have 
not "been, sufficient to warrant its pro- 
duction and, unless something dras- 
tic happens quickly, we face i serious 
situation in^his regard. 


"But the municipality is not the 


only agent hampering the by-product 
coke Industry. There Is a group at 
Washington who are' desirous of push- 
ing to completion " the 
government 


lutr'ate plant at Muscle Shoals, Va., 
presumably as a. measure of national 
defense in time of war. They wish to 
curry favor with the farmer by hold- 
ing forth the probability of cheap sul- 
phate of ammonia. The country, ow-1 
ing to plants completed 
during the 


war period, many of them at govern- 
mental suggestion, has an over supply 
of ammonium sulphate. Last ysar the 
production of sulphate (450,000 tons) 
greatly exceeded the 
sale 
(390,000 


tons) and, with the drop in returns 
from ?60 per tun which was the aver- 
age wholesale price for ten years pre- 
ceding' the war, to fSO per ton and 
less, another prop of the by-product 
industry is weakening.
